CONSERVE MOISTURE BY ERE- 


QUENT SHALLOW CULTIVATION 


Over the entire State of Oklahoma 


(he ground is saturated deep down 
into the subsoil, and now'that fair, 
warm weather is at hand, every farm- 
er is anticipating a 
bountiful 
crop 


this year. 


We have plenty of moisture now 


but we have not any assurance tha-; 
we are going to continue to have it 
all during tbe year. The way to give 
crops moisture during dry psriods is 
to store up this 
moisture in 
the 


ground during '-.he 'wet periods. It can 
then be used by the plants during the 
periods of no rainfall. 


It" there is one thins that we would 


like to impress upon every farmer 
and truck grower in Oklahoma at this 
time, it.is to put the lid on the mois- 
ture supply 'while' we have 
it. We 


have just one way to do this and that 
is by cultivating tbe surface of the 
soil to preven-t evaporation. 


A blanket o floose dirt on the sur- 


face helps to prevent the escape of 
moisture which may be in the sub- 
soil and 'Which, in the form of vapor 
escapes continually unless prevent- 
ed by a loose surface through which 
the vapor will not pass readily. 


Every farmer should -take a lesson 


from the dry, hot -weather of ,the past 
two weeks, and should" hold every lit- 
tle bit of moisture .which falls by fre- 
quent, shallow, pulverizing cultivation 
Take the long pointed shovels off of 
•the cultivators, put the 'bull-tongue 
plow in the shed; use only the widest, 
flattest of sweeps or 
other Imple- 


ments that trill pulverize the sur- 
face of the soil without cutting off 
the plant roots or opening up the soil 
so deep as to dry it out instead ol 
retaining the moisture. Drag a weigh-; 
between the rows, pulverize the sur- 
face and create a dust mulch; begin 
cultivation as soon after rains as pos- 
sible. Hold the moisture^ when you 
get it, because you -will surely gel 
some moisture and almost certainly 
sufficient to mature drouthiresistant 
crops if cultivation is properly done. 


The principal, thing to keep in mind 


is 'lo pulverize the surface and 00 IT 
NOW. Where crops are already plant- 
ed, surface cultivations should begin 
as soon as the top soil begins to dry.

Rome, July 9.—Ordinal Oreglia di 


Santo Stefano, the Dean of the Sacred 
College, reached bis eighty-fifth birth- 
ay anniversary today. 'He is the old- 
st of the living Cardinals, as 
re- 


ards appointment, having beet; nom- 


inated to the Sacred -College by the 
late Pius IX., and- being now-the only 
surviving Cardinal created under that 
Pontificate, Cardinal Oreglia was 'born 
in the diocese of Mondovi, July 9, 1S2S 
and as a student at the Academy of 
Rome gained prominence in theology 
and language, He became a Jesuit no- 
vice, but did not continue in the So- 
ciety of Jesus and was ordained to 
the secular priesthood in 1856. 


•Before Victor (Emmanuel ''becam. 


king Cardinal Oreglia -was his chap 
lain and was with the house of Savoy 
in that capacity 
fqr several 
years 


For more thaii a quarter of a century 
now he has .been a powerful factor in 
Vatican politics. 
It -was his person 


a! influence In the last conclave and 
his shrewd diplomacy that, caused the 
election of the Patriarch of Venice to 
the 'Papal throne, and ever since the 
election of'Pius X. he is known to 
lave exercised extraordinary influence 
in the Vatican, and 'to havo been the 
principal opponent of a liberal p'olicy 
on the part of ..the present Pope to- 
ward die Italian government.. 


>"or soir.e time past Cardinal Ore- 
lii llflrf been in very poor health, and 


because of his advanced age great 
fears are en-tertalned in Vatican- cir- 
cles of an approaching collapse. The 
serious illness of both the Pope and 
the Dean of the Sacred College have 


i combined to bring .about a situation 
•with regards to Vatican politics that 
is filled with interesting possibilities. 
In the event of the Pope's death tbe 
Dean of the Sacred College fills the 
.vacancy until a successor is chosen. 
Should Cardinal Oreglia die the sub- 
dean, Cardinal Serafino 
Vannutelll, 


would 'become Dean, and would thus 
become the acting 'Pope in case of a 
vacancy of the Papal 
throne. The 


present situation is complicated 'by 
the fact that Cardinal Vannutelll is 
in high disfavor among those mho 
stand closest to the Pope, chiefly he- 
cause of his differences with Cardi- 
nal Merry del Val, the Papal secre- 
tary of state, and -with his brother, 
Cardinal V. Vannutelli, his virtually
